Some doc- 
tors wait for the patient to ask, but 
some patients never do and do not 
seem to want to know the extent of 
their illness. : é 

“Many , patients with a known 
malignancy seem to be more con- 
cerned with how much they will suffer 

than-with the fact that they_have-a 
malignancy. 

“Physicians have a real problem. in 
treating patients who are in pain, be- 
cause the pain is sometimes real and 
often times pychological. 

{‘A minister can be especially help- 
ful when a patient continually asks 
‘why do I suffer so’?”’ 

Dr. ‘Porter Routh,-of Nashville, the 
executive secretary-treasurer of the 
Executive Committee of the SBC, 
speaking on ‘World Missions: £0 ut- °° 
reach,” told the group Friday night) - 
that ‘‘a basic principle of missionary

Dilemma . 

To see how the association or .con- 
vention is involved let us consider the 
dilemma that is presented by this 
autonomy issue.

DOES NOT. If it does not, then any 
church, espousing any doctrinal posi- 
tion, can decide that it wishes to coop- 
erate with the organization, and 
its messengers must be seated. This 
opens the door for Roman Catholics,

any ‘other group calling itself a church, 
to send messengers to be seated,in the 
Baptist meeting. If it be argued that 


this is an-absurdity, and such messen- 


gers-would not-be seated since they are 
not ck ey then it must be conceded 
that the Baptist organization DOES 
have the autonomy of determining its 
own membership. If it does, then it has 
the right .to say whether it will 
seat messengers from churches which 
it feels have departed from the Baptist 
position on baptism.
